The tru e value of i>ersonal prop­ 
erty is based on personal in s e r tio n s , 
com parisons, inventories 
and data 
received through investigations m ade 
in th e several assessm ent 
districts. 
Com pared with form er years I am 
pleased to say th at considerable im ­ 
provem ent is noticeable again this 
year in the listing of enum erated 
articles of personal 
property, and 
also in th e valuation of same. 
T h ere has been a very m aterial 
increase in the valuation 
of real 
estate in the towns of Barre. Holland 
and O nalaska and also in the City 
of I ai Crosse, with slight increase 
in several of the o th er assessm ent 
districts. However, all districts are 
a s yet assessed considerable below 
tru e value, varying a1! the way from 
sixty-five to ninety-four per cent, as 
is shown in table seven. 
The sales m ethod was used in a r ­ 
riving at the tru e value of real es­ 
ta te in each district th e sam e as has 
been used in th e past.

Seventeen th ousand fewer ba­ 
bies th a n in 1913 have been born in 
th e County of London 
alone.

G reater London, which includes con­ 
tiguous suburbs, th ere is a birth de­ 
crease of 25,000 
w ithin the year 
w hile 15,000 m ore civilians than nor­ 
m ally have died. J/ondon’s ou ter ring, 
which 
includes cities not properly 
term ed suburbs, has h ad 8,000 fewer 
in fan ts and 5,000 m ore deaths than 
in 
1913. 
B irm ingham , 
Liverpool, 
M anchester, Sheffield, Dublin, Edin­ 
burgh and Glasgow also are affected. 
Infan t D eath R ate Mounts 
In addition to th e babes unborn, 
th e U nited K ingdom ’s frightful in­ 
fan t m ortality , indirectly due to the 
w ar, is m ounting. Public efforts have 
been in stitu ted to com bat the latter 
condition, but the fall in the birth 
rate is reg ard ed as an evil directly 
a ttrib u ta b le to the general devastat­ 
ing influence of war. The excess of 
civilian m o rtality is ascertained by 
m edical a u th o rities to th e excitement 
of th e w ar and resu ltan t consump­ 
tion, cerebral h em o rrh ag e and heart 
disease, principally the latter, super­ 
induced by w orry and shock. 
The 
m ajo rity of civilian war victims is of 
persons m ore th an 50 years of age. 
O th er ( itie s Suffer 
F ig u res on th e birth and mortality 
rates in Berlin, th e next greatest Eu­ 
ropean w ar city, show’ th at the Ger­ 
m an capital is losing civilians a t the 
rate of 400 a week. 
The b in h rate
